The University requires all students, (whether regular, limited 
or -partsal students, and. whether undergraduate or graduate 
students) ,it6 present themseWes for examination by the University 
Health Service as follows:- 

(i) In each academic year during their membership of the Uni- 
versity, students must present themselves, before November 
lst,'for a chest' x-ray examination. Examinations are given 

. by appointment with the Health Service. Students who fail 
"to comply with this 'requirement by November Ist, in any 
academic year, jviU be subject to a fine of five dollars; and 
students who fail to comply with It by November 15th will 
be su.speiided from membership of the -University. 

(ii) In his, or her, first year, as ^ member of any Faculty, every 
student must present himself, or herself, for general clinic- 
al examination and routine^laboratprjT'J tests. Examinations 
are ^ven by appointment wUli^tKë' Héaltli^Sèrvicé.'Shidents 
who fail to comply wth this requirement, by January 1st in 
any academic year will be subject to a fine of five dollars, 

^and students wlw fail to, comply it by January 14th will be 
suspended fnpm membet^^Ip. of the University. Students 
should note 4AaA, in casés in which they ihave met this require-:' 
ment in one Faculty and have stfbsequently entered another'

One of the guiding principles^of the United 
' Nations Charter is that the U.N. is in no way to 
intérfere with the domestic and infernal policies 
of member nations. Algeria, unlike Morocco and 
Tunisia, send repreteritatives to the Chamber of 
Deputies, arid is ïthus; ' technically speaking, a 



in France's domestic o.ffairs. In protest the 
French delegotion withdrew.- 

There is really o much larger issue at stake 
than Algeria. The Nations which voted against 
France were the Asian and African block, the 
South American groups, and the Soviet bloc. 
Those who voted with France were the United 
States, Britain, Canada, and most of the smaller 
pro-Western notipns. 

Today our world is divided into three camps: 
^communist, capitalist, and a very large group 
of peoples in the middle who' have not quite 
made up their minds. They hold the 
balance of power. It was the Asio-Africon group 
who was responsible for the passing of the reso- 
lution over violent American and French opposi- 
tion. 

To the majority of Africans and Asians Colo- 
nialism is a living, breathing issue of immense im- 
portance. .They feel that their fight -.against 
France is just one mpre step in the liever-ending 
struggle to' free théir' (^ress^â^.^e)^^^ frotri
